In a recent report from Charles B. 
Crane, U. S. Minister to China, to the 
American Committee of the China 
Famine. Fund, it is stated, that a Bu- 
bonic plague which a few months ago 
appeared in Northern Manchuria, has 
crept southward until it now threat- 
ens the main grain supply of China, 
which increases the burdens of this 
voe-beset nation. 

As far back as 1917, China's trou- 
bles began to multiply when the Yel- 
low River, always known as "Cliina's 
SoPTOW," overflowed its banks and 
swept the great provinces of Shantung 
end Shansi. The eropa were destroy- 
ed and millions of persons made home- 
less. Floods are not unusual in north 
China, but then camo tte great drouth 
and not until last summer did the rain 
clouds come between the dry brown 
earth and Its tmnenter-Tthe son. 

Paoed Peril In SMenee* 

But during these days, months and 
even years, when the food was gone, 
China did not raise her voice for hefp. 
The world did not know of the irreat 
tragedy in the Far East enacted on a 
parched stage with 4{MI00,M0 tarnish- 
ed ]U'npip as the actors. 

It ^teemed that at last their troubles 
had ended when the green things l>e- 
gan to peep above the ground last sum- 
mer. Tbeu came tliat old enemy of 
n:anklnd — locusts la droves, in deads 
so thick they obscured the light of sun 
descended as from nowhere, and al- 
most over night the earth was stripped 
of every livinj: growing thing. The 
Stage once more was a parched, brown, 
dry desert; bat many of the actors 
had passed Into the land ef their an- 
cestors. 

In some recent Information receivei., 

an instance is recited describing the 
terrible destitution of the famine 
etri«H(en land— a donkey had died in a 
distant province from lack of food. Its 
owner carted it into the interior of 
the famine area where eager bidders 
finally ran the price ap to |2 tO ase its 
carcase fur frxxl. 

Plague Threatens Granaries. 

And* now the plague threatens Chi- 
na's granaries. Unless tlie plague can 
he checked. Mr. Crane asserts, the 
granary relied on for the relief of mil- 
lions of famine victims in North China 
will be cut off. 

••The ^tnation is rendered more se- 
rious." writes Mr. Crane, "by the fact 
that Manchuria is literally crowded 
with foreign exiles." There are no 
fewer than GOO.OOO Russians who fled 
before the Bolshevik executioners, 
250,000 Koreans, and tlieasands of Chi- 

r.ese u lio formerly lived in Siberia, but 
wlio have been driven into Manchqria 
by the Red Armies. 

"Concerted efforts are being made 
in cities and towns along the Chinese 
Eaaten Raflway to cenbat the plague, 
hospitals being estahlished and the 
victims isolated. Efforts also are un- 
der way to fight the soorce of the dis- 
ease—the rats that carry the germ. 
Thousands of persons already have 
died, uid bftTo been gIfM luurty buiy. 

Spella Deem Per Millieiw. 

"If the grain supply of Manchuria 
is cut o£^ the famine victims In Shan- 
liBg,<Xifld!, Honan, Shansi and SbensI 
will be dooniei], Mandiuria represen- 
tatives of the American Red Groea, the 
Chinese Ited Cross and theT. it. C. A.' 
have taformed the Peking- authorities 
of the danger and urged Uiat grain 
baying and shipments be hastened.** 

In the famine area there are approx- 
imately 40,000,000 persons subsisting 
«n dry feavee, bai^ and roots, and only 
through the speed of funds to obtain 
this grain before it is cut oft by the 
plague een tbese pe<^e be saved' from 
death by starvation. 

The raising of funds now, at the 
time when all efforts most be speedily 
put behind the work, is possible only 
through organizations in local c(Knmu- 
nities. Hie Rev. Dr. B. T. Ifidlins. 
Chairman in Kentucky for the China 
Famine Fund, issued, a call to persons 
in each community In Kentucky to get 
together at once and form a local or- 
gajtizatiou for the solicitation of funds 
for these starving people before it is 
too late to save them. Tlirough the 
China Famine Fund money collected in 
America is distributed to every organ 
ization in the famine district doing re- 
lief work. The task is too big for one 
organizaUon, the American Red Cross 
reports. The Red Cross already has 
appropriated $1,000^000 and has a large 
force of workers in the field. "It Is a 
humanitarian call," says Dr. Mullins, 
"the need is great and the time ele- 
ment is an Important factor. Wher- 
ever Committees have not been formed 
within the confines of this State, sym- 
pathetic friends are urged to form their 
own committee and ask the headQuaT' 
ters at Room 9.
